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3*  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY#  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  Deep  Wells  in  the  District, 
situate  at  Roby  Mill  and  Tontine. 

Results  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  showed  that  the  sanples 
taken  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.  Regular  chlorination  of  the  water 
supply  is  carried  out. 

Extensive  repairs  were  executed  to  one  pump  at  Roby  Mill  Punping  Station 
during  the  year. 

1711  houses  in  the  district  have  a  pipod  supply  of  water  frco  the  main  and 
6  houses  obtain  their  supply  frco  wells. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE..  There  are  six  small  Sewage  Disposal  Works  In  the 
District.  The  main  Works  (Dam  Head)  are  in  satisfactory  condition.  The 
smaller  Works  have  been  functioning  as  satisfactorily  as  is  possible,  bearing 
in  mind  the  type  of  the  Yforks. 

During  the  year  a  Scheme  was  prepared  for  Nixons  Lane  and  Beavers  Lane 
area  and  the  Pimbo  Lane  area,  and  negotiations  commenced  with  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  with  a  view  to  the  Schemes  being  approved.

6,  PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE., 


During  ^949,  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  wore 
removed  to  Nhoiley  Hospital  and  As t ley  Sanatorium. 

12  oases  cf  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  tho  year  and  3  of  these 
were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Cm  oase  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  and  this  was  removed 

to  Hospital  for  treatment. 

One  case  cf  Cerebro-spinal  fever  and  one  case  of  Acute  polio-enoephalitis 
were  notified  and  both  these  oases  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment, 
and  both  cases  recovered  satisfactorily. 

Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  provided  for  any  pro -school  or 
school  child.  During  1949*  69  pre-school  and  26  school  children  were 
immunised.  In  addition  79  children  were  given  a  secondary  or  reinforcing 
injection. 

A9  cases  of  Measles  of  a  mild  type  were  notified  during  tho  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  oases  of  Food  Poisoning  in  tho 

area  during  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS.  This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
and  Up  Holland  cases  attended  at  the  County  Dispensary  in  Mgs nes  Park  Terrace, 
Wigan. 

4  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1 949,  2  being  cases  of 
Pulmonary  and  2  non-Pulmonary.  5  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
registered  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  the  disease  in  the  district  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  no 
action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  193&>  relating  to  the 
oompulsory  removal  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  Hospital.
